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These  courses  are  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Administrative  Staff  for  progressive  practitioners  in  den- 
tistry. In  its  efforts  to  present  the  highest  type  of  post- 
graduate instruction,  the  Staff  earnestly  invites  suggestions 
and  criticisms  from  the  dental  profession. 
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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

In  presenting  these  post-graduate  courses,  it  is  planned  to  give  instruction  and 
training  in  the  most  advanced  methods  of  dental  procedure.  The  severe  criticism 
of  such  operations  as  root  canal  fillings  and  fixed  bridge  restorations,  as  well  as 
faulty  Roentgenograms  and  their  misinterpretation,  has  caused  the  evolving  of 
more  exact  and  scientific  technic  in  these  and  other  branches.  The  progressive 
dentist  realizes  that  in  justice  to  his  patients  and  to  the  public  at  large  he  must 
keep  pace  with  this  advancement.  As  a  result,  there  has  been  created  an  increased 
demand  for  admission  to  our  courses,  and  in  the  past  Session  our  facilities  were 
taxed  to  the  utmost,  many  applicants  being  unable  to  secure  places  in  the  sections. 
The  following  pages  will  indicate  that  a  complete  revision  of  the  courses  has  been 
effected.  New  subjects  have  been  added  and  the  teaching  staff  considerably 
augmented. 

Instruction  in  the  various  subjects  is  presented  in  series  of  Full-time  or  Part- 
time  courses.  Full-time  courses  are  so  arranged  that  practitioners  distant  from 
New  York  City  may  obtain  continuous  instruction.  Part-time  courses  offer 
instruction  covering  a  longer  period  with  attendance  required  but  one  or  two 
afternoons  a  week. 

Each  series  contains  both  practical  and  demonstrated  courses.  In  the  practical 
courses  the  student  actually  performs  the  technic  and  receives  individual  instruc- 
tion, while  in  the  demonstrated  courses  he  learns  by  observation. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  courses  are  arranged  so  there  is  little  interference  with 
one  another  and  are  in  a  sequence  that  will  appeal  to  the  applicant.  Motion- 
picture  films  have  proven  their  teaching  value  in  dental  technic,  and  operations 
enlarged  upon  the  screen  reveal  clearly  details  otherwise  impossible  to  show.  The 
available  number  of  these  teaching  films  has  increased  and  new  ones  will  be  shown 
during  the  coming  Session.  Lectures,  illustrated  with  slides,  and  new  diagrammatic 
charts  will  supplement  other  instruction.  In  each  of  the  courses,  the  student  will 
be  provided  with: 

(a)  An  outline  showing  the  steps  of  the  technic 

(b)  A  list  of  instruments  and  materials  recommended  by  the  instructor 

(c)  A  certificate  of  attendance 

SUMMER  COURSES 

Beginning  July  7,  courses  in  oral  surgery  will  be  conducted  at  Vanderbilt  Clinic 
for  limited  sections,  new  sections  being  formed  every  three  weeks. 


FULL-TIME  SERIES 

For  the  practitioner  who  can  leave  his  office  for  a  limited  period  to  take  post- 
graduate instruction  presented  comprehensively,  the  following  courses  are 
offered.  Wherever  possible,  a  two  weeks'  course  should  be  taken  in  the  subject 
selected.  This  suggestion  is  prompted  by  experience  in  advanced  teaching,  for, 
while  the  average  dentist  learns  much  from  observation,  in  most  cases  he  is  not 
prepared  to  apply  this  knowledge  unless  he  has  actually  performed  the  technic 
himself. 

These  full-time  courses  are  planned  primarily  for  practitioners  located  outside 
of  New  York  City,  and  preference  will  be  given  their  requests  for  reservations  in 
the  sections.  The  Administrative  Staff  desires  that  visiting  dentists  have  every 
courtesy  and  convenience  during  the  period  of  instruction. 

Practical  Courses 

Under  the  most  favorable  conditions  of  operative  and  prosthetic  facilities, 
each  one  taking  the  practical  courses  is  given  individual  instruction,  and  he  is 
more  than  compensated  for  the  additional  time  devoted,  by  the  confidence  ac- 
quired in  mastering  the  technic.  The  abundant  patient  material  of  our  infirmary 
is  always  available. 

Course  PP1 — Full  plate  prosthesis.  Two  weeks,  beginning  Monday, 
September  22. 

First  week,  10  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  daily;  second  week,  9  a.  m.  to  12  m.,  daily. 
Fee  $100. 

Instructors:  Drs.  William  A.  Giffen,  James  P.  Ruyl,  and  assistants. 

This  course  will  consist  of  instruction  in  the  most  modern  and  efficient  methods  of  artificial 
denture  construction.  It  includes  the  study  and  preparation  of  the  mouth;  modern  methods  of 
impression  taking  (both  plaster  and  modeling  composition,  and  plaster  and  modeling  composition 
together),  preparation  of  models  from  special  materials,  taking  of  bites  and  measurements,  selec- 
tion, setting  up  and  anatomical  occlusion  of  teeth,  try-ins,  and  the  completion  of  efficient  dentures. 

Practitioners  who  take  this  course  will  be  given  technic  work  that  will  reveal  the  common  errors 
in  making  these  dentures,  as  well  as  prepare  them  to  apply  the  instruction  as  given.  They  may 
bring  patients  to  the  infirmary  for  consultation  and  advice  during  the  course. 

Course  Bl — Bacteriology.     Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  evenings  for 
three  weeks,  beginning  September  29. 
Hours  8  p.  m.  to  10  p.  m.   Fee  $48. 
Instructors:  Drs.  J.  G.  Dwyer  or  E.  C.  Schirmer. 

This  course  will  include  lectures  and  practical  laboratory  work  in  general  and  dental  bacteriology. 
The  lectures  will  include  such  subjects  as  sterilization  of  instruments  and  apparatus,  preparation  of 
culture  media;  infection  and  immunity;  bacteria,  their  growth,  characteristics,  and  their  patho- 
genicity;  preparation  of  antitoxin  and  vaccines. 

The  laboratory  work  will  consist  of  microscopic  technic,  blood  smears  and  blood  analysis, 
preparation  of  culture  media,  methods  of  obtaining  pure  cultures,  identification  of  bacteria  by 
hanging  drop,  staining  methods,  and  growth  on  different  media,  making  of  smears  and  cover  glass 
preparations.   The  hours  of  this  course  may  be  extended. 
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Course  RC1 — Root  canal  technic.  Two  weeks,  beginning  Monday,  Octo- 
ber 13. 

First  week,  10  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.,  daily;  second  week,-  1  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  daily. 
Fee  $84. 

Instructors:  Drs.  Elmer  S.  Best,  John  W.  Scherer,  and  E.  J.  Nestler. 

Dr.  Best  will  demonstrate  and  explain  a  systematic  technic  of  cleansing  and  filling  root  canals 
and  give  special  consideration  to  those  measures  that  minimize  possibilities  of  reinfection. 

Dr.  Scherer  will  show  by  demonstration  the  means  of  gaining  access  to  the  various  canals, 
cleansing,  and  methods  of  reaching  apices  of  difficult  canals  with  the  incidental  instruments  em- 
ployed; the  removal  of  imperfect  root  canal  fillings,  ionization,  and  subsequent  treatment.  He  will 
present  the  indications  for  the  employment  of  the  Callahan  method  as  well  as  the  use  of  the  sodium 
and  potassium,  and  various  methods  of  sterilization.  The  filling  of  canals  and  the  technic  employed 
in  securing  a  homogeneous  root  filling  will  be  clearly  demonstrated.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Nestler,  members  of  the  class  will  be  expected  to  get  like  results. 

It  is  suggested  that  those  who  attend  this  course  take  in  conjunction  the  course  in  radiology 
scheduled  for  the  same  weeks  and  described  below. 

Course  DR1 — Dental  radiology.    Two  weeks,  beginning  Monday,  October  13. 

Hours  5  p.  m.  to  7  p.  m.,  daily.    Fee  $60. 

Instructors:   Drs.  Frank  T.  Van  Woert  and  Elmer  S.  Best. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures,  demonstrations,  and  practical  work.  A  study  of  the  different 
types  of  X-ray  apparatus,  including  the  gas  and  Coolidge  tubes  and  their  accessories.  Method  of 
posing  the  subject  that  reproductions  may  be  secured  at  intervals  for  comparative  study  of  the  case. 
Technic  for  definite  position  of  film  and  angle  of  the  central  ray  and  method  of  recording  the  same 
that  accurate  duplicate  may  be  made  at  any  time.  This  method  will  be  adopted  for  intra-  and  extra- 
oral  work  throughout  the  course.  Developing,  fixing,  and  drying  for  immediate  use  of  the  film. 
Plastic  and  stereoscopic  technic  will  be  demonstrated.  Interpretation  by  correlating  the  anatomy, 
pathology,  and  Roentgenogram  for  diagnosis.  Students  will  receive  instruction  to  enable  them  to 
take  and  reproduce  pictures  before  the  expiration  of  the  course. 

Course  Al — Anesthesia.    Two  weeks,  beginning  Monday,  October  20. 

Hours  10  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.,  daily.    Fee  $  100. 

Instructors:  Drs.  Douglas  B.  Parker,  James  S.  Shields,  and  assistants. 

Courses  in  anesthesia  will  be  given  under  the  direction  of  the  instructors  in  the  Oral  Surgery 
Department.  Instruction  will  include  the  application  of  the  various  methods  of  producing  local 
and  general  anesthesia  for  dental  and  oral  surgery  purposes. 

Practical  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  selection  of  syringes  and  needles,  the  making  of  solu- 
tions, modes  of  application  (mucous  and  submucous)  conductive  or  nerve  blocking,  and  their 
indications.  Short  lectures  in  anatomy  will  supplement  the  practical  instruction.  The  general 
administration  of  nitrous  oxid  and  oxygen  as  used  in  dental  and  oral  surgery  will  be  taught  and  the 
various  types  of  apparatus  will  be  studied.  The  precautions  to  be  followed,  means  of  resuscitating 
patients,  the  treatment  of  post-operative  pain  and  shock  will  be  demonstrated  to  the  members  of 
the  sections  and  be  given  careful  consideration.  Every  practitioner  who  attends  will  be  given 
opportunity  to  administer  anesthetics  at  the  discretion  of  the  instructor  in  charge. 

Course  PI — Periodontia.    One  week,  beginning  Monday,  October  27. 

Hours  2  p.  m.  to  7  p.  m.,  daily.  Fee  $60. 

Instructors:  Drs.  J.  Oppie  McCall,  Paul  R.  Stillman,  and  I.  Hirschfeld. 

This  course  will  include  clinical  instruction  in  the  treatment  of  periodontoclasia  (pyorrhea 
alveolaris  and  suppurative  gingivitis)  and  infections  which  have  their  inception  in  the  subgingival 
space.  The  instruction  in  surgical  instrumentation  and  mouth  prophylaxis  will  be  supplemented 
by  motion-picture  films  and  short  descriptive  talks  indicating  the  value  of  oral  hygiene,  its  scope 
and  advantages,  and  the  relation  and  influence  of  traumatic  occlusion  to  periodontoclasia.  Con- 
siderable time  will  be  devoted  to  the  management  of  difficult  cases  and  their  proper  treatment. 
Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  treat  cases  under  the  supervision  of  the  instructors. 
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Course  El — Exodontia.    Two  weeks,  beginning  Monday,  November  3. 

Hours  10  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.,  daily.    Fee  $100. 

Instructors:  Drs.  Henry  S.  Dunning,  Morris  I.  Schamberg,  and  assistants. 

This  course  will  consist  of  clinical  instruction  in  advanced  methods  in  exodontia  with  its  allied 
branches,  such  as  the  administration  of  anesthetics  and  Roentgenology  as  pertains  to  the  practice 
of  exodontia.  In  addition  to  the  various  operations  which  will  be  performed,  instruction  will  be 
given  by  demonstrations  on  models,  lectures,  etc.  Practitioners  who  attend  the  course  will  receive 
full  information  as  to  the  diagnosis  and  prognosis  of  the  various  cases  of  exodontia  that  may  be 
presented  in  actual  practice.  Special  reference  will  be  made  to  the  technic  of  curettement  and 
suturing  as  a  means  of  encouraging  regeneration  and  reducing  post-operative  pain  and  discomfort. 
This  course  will  be  conducted  in  the  new  oral  surgery  operating  room  at  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic, 
West  59th  Street  and  Tenth  Avenue,  with  abundant  clinical  material  at  hand. 

During  the  second  week,  students  will  be  required  to  perform  difficult  extractions  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  instructors. 


Demonstrated  Courses 

For  the  advantage  of  those  men  who  cannot  arrange  to  give  the  requisite 
amount  of  time  required  for  practical  work,  the  following  demonstrated  courses 
are  presented  as  heretofore.  Except  where  otherwise  indicated,  the  subjects  will 
be  taught  as  presented  in  the  outlines  above,  but  the  student  will  not  perform 
actual  work. 

Course  PP2 — Plate  prosthesis.    One  week,  beginning  Monday,  September  22 . 

Hours  10  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  daily.   Fee  $60. 

Instructors:   Drs.  William  A.  Giffen  and  James  P.  Ruyl. 

Course  BS2 — Bar  and  saddle  prosthesis.  One  week,  beginning  Monday, 
September  29. 

Hours  1  p.  m.  to  6  p.  m.,  daily.   Fee  $60. 

Instructors:   Drs.  Forry  R.  Getz,  Norman  B.  Nesbett,  and  E.  S.  Ulsaver. 

Instruction  in  this  course  has  been  added  to  meet  the  increased  use  of  arch  and  lingual  bar  den- 
tures, as  well  as  other  types  of  saddle  restoration.  Methods  of  overcoming  the  difficulties  of  secur- 
ing accurate  impressions  of  partial  cases  will  be  demonstrated  upon  practical  cases  in  the  operative 
demonstrating  room.  The  making  of  study  models,  models  of  artificial  stone,  and  the  various  types 
of  attachments,  including  wrought  clasps  and  cast  clasps  and  saddles,  will  be  shown. 

Dr.  Getz  will  present  the  operative  and  prosthetic  technic  incidental  to  the  construction  of  a 
series  of  lugs  and  will  demonstrate  their  use  with  either  flat  or  half  round  rolled,  and  drawn  metal 
clasps. 

Course  DC2 — Dental  ceramics.    One  week,  beginning  Monday,  October  6. 
Hours  10  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.,  daily.   Fee  $48. 
Instructors:  Dr.  George  A.  Thompson  and  assistants. 

The  instruction  will  include  operative  and  laboratory  technic  for  the  construction  of  porcelain 
jacket  crowns,  porcelain  inlays  and  the  remodeling  and  staining  of  artificial  teeth.  The  various 
steps  in  making  successful  restorations  with  porcelain  jacket  crowns  as  shown  will  be:  Radiograph; 
careful  study  of  the  case;  appointment;  removal  of  enamel;  fitting  the  band;  cutting  the  shoulder; 
detail  of  finished  preparation;  selection  of  shade  and  study  of  color;  impression  of  the  root;  im- 
pressions for  model  construction;  reproduction  of  root;  model  construction;  wrapping  of  platinum 
matrix;  packing  of  porcelain  and  blending  and  reproduction  of  shades;  trimming  of  porcelain; 
testing  the  fit  in  the  mouth;  removal  of  matrix;  cementation;  removal  of  surplus  cement  and 
polishing. 
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Course  G12 — Cast  gold  inlay.  One  week,  beginning  Monday,  October  6. 
Hours  2  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  daily.    Fee  $48. 

Instructors:  Drs.  Henry  W.  Gillett  and  George  A.  Thompson. 

This  course  includes  clinical  demonstration  of  the  operative  and  prosthetic  technic  incidental 
to  insertion  of  properly  carved  gold  inlays,  restoring  normal  tooth  form  and  function,  and  covers; 
classification  of  cavities;  preparation  of  cavities;  carving  wax  patterns  for  direct  method;  impres- 
sions, amalgam  models,  and  wax  patterns  for  indirect  method;  investing  and  burning  out  wax 
patterns;  casting  with  various  types  of  apparatus;   cementation  and  finishing. 

Course  RC2 — Root  canal  technic.  One  week,  beginning  Monday,  Octo- 
ber 13. 

Hours  10  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.,  daily.   Fee  $48.

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  give  practitioners  in  New  York  City  and 
vicinity  every  advantage  of  our  post-graduate  instruction,  and  the  following 
courses,  planned  especially  for  them,  offer  the  same  courses  as  above  outlined. 
They  are  so  scheduled,  however,  that  the  time  devoted  to  them  will  take  the 
dental  practitioner  away  from  his  office  but  one  or  two  afternoons  each  week,  and 
thus  not  materially  interfere  with  his  practice. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  value  of  taking  the  practical  courses  wherever 
possible  in  order  to  fully  grasp  the  technic  presented  and  overcome  difficulties  in 
daily  practice.

This  course  has  been  added  to  the  series  to  prepare  the  practitioner  to  make  practical  and 
esthetic  restorations  of  individual  teeth.  Instruction  will  consist  of  the  operative  and  prosthetic 
technic  incidental  to  the  insertion  of  properly  carved  gold  inlays  by  both  the  direct  and  indirect 
method;  the  preparation  of  vital  teeth  for  porcelain  jacket  crowns  and  the  baking  of  same;  the 
steps  in  making  gold  crowns  that  meet  the  requirements  of  modern  practice;  lectures  on  occlusion 
and  esthetics. 

Course  PP3 — Plate  prosthesis.    Five  weeks,  beginning  November  14. 

Fridays  and  Tuesdays  from  1 130  p.  m.  to  5 130  p.  m.    Fee  $84. 

Instructors:  Drs.  James  P.  Ruyl,  Martin  L.  Collins,  and  E.  S.  Ulsaver. 

Practitioners  who  take  this  course  will  have  to  construct  a  denture  selected  by  the  instructors  and 
to  perform  the  entire  work  under  their  supervision.  They  may  be  also  required  to  make  dentures  for 
other  patients  (either  their  own  or  from  the  infirmary)  under  the  direction  of  the  instructors,  but 
performing  the  major  part  of  the  work  outside  of  regular  class  hours.

Oral  Surgery 

Much  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  field  of  oral  and 
plastic  surgery.  The  World  War  with  all  its  devastation  has  brought  new  methods 
of  surgical  procedure,  and  many  of  the  men  from  the  war  zone  are  now  recognized 
as  authorities.  Since  their  release  from  Government  service,  a  number  of  the 
Oral  Surgery  Staff  have  devoted  much  of  their  time  to  instruction  in  this  de- 
partment, giving  a  high  type  of  clinical  training  to  those  associated  with  them. 
The  Oral  Surgery  Department  at  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic  has  become  one  of  the 
largest  in  that  old  established  institution,  and  the  patient  material  is  ample  and 
varied  enough  to  meet  all  requirements. 

These  courses  have  been  planned  to  give  the  dental  practitioner  a  scientific  and 
practical  knowledge  of  the  many  malformations,  injuries,  diseases,  and  new 
growths  of  the  mouth,  jaws,  and  face  that  come  within  the  field  of  the  oral  sur- 
geon, and  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  most  advanced  technique  of  their 
surgical  removal,  correction,  or  treatment. 

The  clinical  instruction  will  consist  of  a  study  of  such  operations  as:  Difficult 
extractions,   excision  of  impacted  and   non-erupted  teeth,   root  amputations, 
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removal  of  dental  cysts,  reduction  of  fractured  and  dislocated  jaws,  excision  of 
epulii,  and  such  other  minor  oral  surgery  conditions  as  present. 

With  a  well-organized  staff,  the  courses  will  be  presented  as  scheduled,  and  each 
student  will  receive  supplementary  training  in  anesthesia  as  well  as  in  the  taking 
of  intra-  and  extra-oral  plates  and  films  for  purposes  of  diagnosis.  Illustrated  talks 
on  anatomy,  oral  pathology,  and  oral  diagnosis  will  be  given  during  the  period  of 
instruction,  and  motion-picture  films  of  approved  operations  shown.

Special  Course  in  Oral  Surgery 

A  special  course  in  advanced  oral  surgery  will  be  conducted  during  the  month 
of  January  for  a  limited  number  of  those  practitioners  who  have  previously  taken 
other  courses  in  oral  surgery  in  this  institution. 

The  morning  hours  will  be  devoted  to  clinical  practice,  and  the  afternoon  hours 
to  practical  bacteriology  (laboratory)  and  practical  anatomy  (dissecting  room). 
Lectures  in  oral  pathology  and  oral  diagnosis  will  supplement  the  other  instruction.

Anesthesia 

Independent  courses  in  anesthesia,  both  part-time  and  full-time,  under  the 
direction  of  the  instructors  in  the  Oral  Surgery  Department,  will  be  given  through- 
out the  year,  the  instruction  being  as  described  on  a  previous  page.  These  are 
practical  courses,  and  as  the  student  is  required  to  administer  the  anesthetics  at 
the  discretion  of  the  instructor,  the  minimum  of  two  weeks'  full  attendance  is 
required.  By  devoting  but  one-half  day,  daily,  for  four  weeks,  the  same  course 
may  be  covered. 

Sections  containing  but  four  men  begin  every  two  weeks,  commencing  Sep- 
tember 8.

Admission  and  Registration 

Admission  to  the  various  courses  of  instruction  is  limited  to  reputable  dentists 
of  either  sex  who  present  evidence  of  legal  authority  to  practice  dentistry. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  any  of  the  courses  will  be  furnished  with  blanks 
on  which  they  will  give  such  information  as  to  qualifications  that  may  be  required. 
This  form,  with  the  entire  tuition  fee  or  an  advance  payment  of  at  least  25  per  cent, 
for  each  course  the  applicant  desires  to  enter,  is  to  be  forwarded  to  Dr.  Albert  H. 
Stevenson,  Advanced  Courses  in  Dentistry,  at  35  West  39th  Street,  New  York 
City. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  post-graduate  instruction,  sections  must  contain  but  a 
limited  number  of  men,  and  no  reservation  will  be  made  without  the  customary  por- 
tion of  fee. 

Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Columbia  University. 

All  applications  for  admission  must  receive  the  approval  of  the  Administrative 
Staff.  After  such  approval  the  applicant  will  be  assigned  to  a  place  in  the  class 
or  classes  and  notified;  otherwise  the  tuition  fee  or  advance  payment  will  be 
returned. 

Practitioners  residing  in  New  York  City  or  vicinity  will  be  required  to  appear 
in  person  to  complete  details  of  registration.  Those  residing  at  a  distance  may  do 
so  upon  their  arrival,  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  course  or  courses.  Membership 
in  the  various  classes  is  limited,  and  assignment  of  places  in  any  class  or  classes 
will  be  made  in  the  order  in  which  applications  and  tuition  fees  are  received. 

The  instructors  are  expected  to  appear  as  scheduled,  as  well  as  others  who  will 
be  announced.  Those  who  may  be  prevented  by  war  conditions  will  be  replaced 
by  others  on  the  staff. 

The  schedule  is  subject  to  such  changes  as  conditions  may  make  necessary. 
The  hours  stated  for  attendance  are  minimum  and  will  be  increased  if  found 
necessary. 

Accommodations 

Non-resident  students  may  arrange  for  accommodations  in  the  University 
dormitories  at  11 6th  Street  during  their  term  of  attendance.  The  rates  are  very 
reasonable.  For  particulars,  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  Columbia  University. 

A  booklet  containing  full  information  regarding  the  hotels  and  hotel  rates  in 
New  York  City  will  be  mailed  upon  request. 

Fees 

All  fees  for  tuition  are  payable  in  advance,  and  checks  or  money  orders  should 
be  made  payable  to  Columbia  University. 

The  acceptance  of  a  part  or  the  entire  tuition  fee  does  not  obligate  the  University 
to  admit  the  applicant.  Any  such  sums  paid  are  returnable  in  the  event  the 
number  of  applications  exceeds  the  capacity  of  any  class,  or  if  the  applicant  is 
rejected  for  other  reasons.    The  University  reserves  also  the  right  to  return  the 
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pro  rata  part  of  the  fee  paid  for  tuition  in  any  course  to  any  student  who  may  at 
any  time  be  deemed  not  fitted  to  continue 

After  admission  to  any  course,  no  return  of  fees,  either  in  part  or  in  full,  will  be 
made  to  persons  who  may  decide  for  any  reason  to  withdraw.  Exception  to  this 
rule  may  be  made  in  the  case  of  those  who,  because  of  serious  personal  illness, 
certified  to  by  a  physician  of  reputable  standing,  are  obliged  to  withdraw  entirely 
from  the  course,  or  courses.  In  considering  such  applications,  the  student  will  be 
regarded  as  having  withdrawn  upon  the  date  on  which  the  Registrar  receives  from 
him  his  written  notice  of  a  withdrawal,  and  any  refund  will  be  reckoned  from 
that  date. 

Infirmary 

The  infirmary,  conducted  in  connection  with  the  Advanced  Courses  in  Den- 
tistry, treats  only  patients  unable  to  pay  for  the  services  of  a  dental  practitioner. 

Patients  will  be  accepted  from  clinics,  dispensaries,  hospitals,  and  charitable 
institutions.  Practitioners  in  general  are  also  urged  to  refer  deserving  cases,  and 
those  who  take  courses  will  be  permitted  to  utilize  their  own  patients  whenever 
the  cases  presented  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  instructors  in  the  respective 
departments. 

There  will  be  no  charge  for  services  to  patients  treated  in  the  infirmary  except 
a  nominal  fee  to  cover  the  cost  of  materials,  or  when  prosthetic  restorations  are 
to  be  made.
